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EARMARKS OF THE COLONIAL ENSLAVIMENT 
OF UKRAINS 



I. 

Ukraine was the first so untry to fan Tiotim to the unprovoked aggression 
on the part of @^B&unist Russia in Ueoetober 1917« fhe Russian oonmunlsts 
embarked so%ed agpiesslon after they had reoeived only 10 ^ of the total 
vote In Uyraihe in the ^eetiaa to the All-Russian Constituent AssemhOLy, The 
war of the Russian ©oassunists against the Ukraini^ National Republic went on 
for three years. 

II. 

Following the defeat of the Ukrainian Naticsial Republic in I 92 O 5 , the 
resistance of lixe Ukrainian people continued for sefveral more yearsp first in 
the form of armed iqxrisJngs, and lat^ in a legal strug^e^ particularly in the 
field of culture^ literattxre aM econ^cs. Iksring Norld War II and following 
the w«^ until the middle 1950sp the Ukrainian Insurgmt Army (UFA) was active 
in Ukraine^ fighting for the independence of the Ukrainian nation at first 
gainst the Nasis^ and later against the ccrnmninlsts. 

In order to break the resistance of the Ukrainian people^) communist Moscow 
eiqpli^d a mle of unceasing and ruthless terror^ manifested in particular in 
the foUowing formsx 

(1) In the early l^JOs Moscow organised an artificial famine in Ukraine

(5) In l?i|6 the Rnssian eoroiaffiists liquidated and decreed illegal the 
Ukrainian Catholi® Chureh wMsh was headed by a MetropoUtan and 8 bishops^ with 
over 39OOO clergy and million faithful. All bishops and a majority of the 
lower clergy were arrested and deported. Metropolitan losyf SlSpyi is the only 
one alire £t<m among the higher Catholi® hierarehy,

(d) The budget of the Ukrainian SSR constitutes an integral part of 
the budget of the USSR* and the government of the Ukrainian SSR has at its 
dii^osal only the appropriations reserved to it by the government of the USSR, 
Ukraine has no state bank* currency* or even postage stasis, Ukraine ©miol 
directly engage in foreign trade* and the Ukrainian econsB^- is si^Ject t® ®ontlnu-» 
otts exploitation on the part of the ®«nt«r in Moscow, 

(2) The Russian communist® are adhering t® a steadfast policy ©f deperta^ 
tion ^. MErainiaas from thi^ native land* and settlement of Russian colonists 
in Ukraihe, !Riis colonial policy is clearly reflected la the figures of official

©onrinoing the world* and especially the Asian and Afrioan nations that only 
the USSR and its bio© are the true defenders of pea©e and of th© ideals of 
national and social freedom* while the Western powers* and parfeiGUlgrly th® 
United States* are labelled as enemies of pease and defenders of colonialism. 

The delegation of th® Uteainiaa S£R is one of th® active spokesmen of the 
propaganda ©anpaign of the Soviet blo©« Irs attaeks are primarily dirested
